Tonight the man 
was in jail here nearly dead. 
Witnesses Describe Shooting. 
Dale Hubbard, of Centralia, gath- 
ered a number of men and pur- 
sued an armed I. W. W. The fugi- 
tive dashed down a side street, turn- 
ing and shooting at the men as he 
ran. The pursuers, unarmed, dodged 
behind telephone poles and trees and 
finally drove the man into a river 
where he took refuge behind bushes.

Georgia Pays Iribute METH 
To Heroes of World-War 
With Memorial Service

Prince Calls on Mrs. 
Wilson.

Washington, November 11.—With 
a simplicity in keeping with ideals 
of democracy, Edward, Prince of 
Wales, was welcomed to Washings- 
ton today and became the guest of 
the nation. Owing partly to the ill- 
ness of President Wilson, which 
prevented his personal participation, 
the reeeption ceremonies on the ar- 
rival of the prince were very in- 
formal, although Vice President 
Marshall, members of the cabinet 
and high officers of the army and 
navy stood in a drizzling rain at the 
station to greet the distinguished 
Visitor. 

The more formal welcome was 
extended tonight by Mr, Marshall, 
acting for the president, at his din- 
ner given in the prince’s honor at 
the Perry Belmont home, set aside 
for the use of the royal party dur- 
ing its three-day stay in Washing- 
ton. 

Called on Mrs. Wilson. 

After the brief greetings on his 
arrival and a ride through wet 
streets behind a cavalry escort, 
Prince Edward’s time was taken up 
With receiving formal calls until he 
broke away to*pay a brief visit to 
the white house and make personal 
inquiry as to the health of the 
president. He was received by Mrs. 


Wilson and Miss Margaret Wilson, 
but will not see Mr. Wilson until 
Thursday. The prince then will bé 
Mrs. Wilson’s guest at tea and will 
visit Mr. Wilson in his sick room, 
Rear Admiral Grayson, the  presi- 
dent’s physician, having arranged 
for the call today. 

Throughout the stay of the prince 
in Washington, a wide degree of 
elasticity will charaeterize his 
schedule and no advance announc:- 
ments as to times and places of his 
Visits will be made. Officials in 
charge of events are’ seeking to 
avoid as far as* possiblé the crowds 
which marked every movement of 
King Albert and his party during 
their visit. Much has been left, 
algo, to the election of the prince 
himself. He has before him, how- 
ever, a rather arduous program in- 
cluding the decoration’ here and in 
New York of some two hundred 
American sailors and soldiers for 
services during the war. Beyond 
those cgromonies here and in New 
York, his visit to Mount Vernon, a 
reception tomorrow night to greet 
members of congress, and a few 
other set engagements, Prince Ed- 
ward will dispose of much of his 
time as he sees fit. 

Greeted by Vice President. 

Viscount Grey, personal repre- 
sentative of King George in this 
country as British ambassador, and 
the full. staff, civil, military and 
naval, of the embassy, were at the 
Station to meet the prince. In def- 
erence to the fact that he was com- 
ing as the guest of the United 
States, however, they stood back un- 
til Mr. Marshall and the’ American 
official party had greeted him. The 
gathering of American and British 
officials in formal dress despite the 
rain and of the high officers of the 
armies and navies of both countries 
made an imposing escort for the 
youthful visitor, however, even be- 
fore he passed through the lines of 
troops to a waiting automobile. 

A big crowd had gathered in the 
station building and around the en- 
trance, defying the weather, for a 
glimpse of the prince, The greet- 
ing they extended was hearty and 
spontaneous, and whenever he ap- 
peared on the streets, the prince was 
made aware of a feeling of popular 
friendliness. 

Following his visit to the white 
house, the prince paid an informal] 
call to the home of Secretary Lan- 
sing. where he was received by the 
secretary of state and Mrs. Lansing

GOES TO 72 CENTS: 


An advance of four cents in 
price of fresh country eggs to 
cents a dozen vas authorized in a 
Statement issued last night by John 
A. Manget, chairman of the fair 
price committee of Fulton county. 
Coldstorage eggs are not affected. 

The advance, Mr.- Manget states, 
followed representations made to 
him by local produce dealers that 
there is a scarcity of country eggs 
and that the wholesale price had 
advanced so that the merchants can 
not afford to re-sell to the consumer 
at the fixed price of 68 cents a 
dozen. 

Mr. Manget’s statement follows: 

“Owing to a sudden advance in 
fresh country eggs it has been nec- 
essary to advance the price to the 
consumer from 68 cents to 72 cents 
per dozen. This does not affect the 
price of coWistorage eggs.”

RULE OF UNITED STATES 
WANTED BY ARMENIA 


New York, November 11.—Armenia 
wants the United States to accept a 
mandate for it. Vitrually every Ar- 
menhian holds America in such high 
regard because of its freedom, gov- 
ernment, ideals and Gack of selfish 


ambitions, that this, of all nations, 
is earnestly sought by them to take 
charge Of their country and bring 
order out of chaos. 

This was the message brought 
home today by Major General James 
G. Harbord, who headed the Ameéri- 
can mission to the Near East to study 
conditions with respect to such a 
mandate. He arrived with other 
members of the mission on the 
transport Martha Washington, and 
will leave without delay to submit 
his report to the state department. 
Soon thereafter he will proceed to 
his new post as commander of 
Camp Travis, Texas, and the second 
division. 

General Harbord declined to dis- 
cuss the report he is to file 1n 
Washington, nor would he comment 
on-the nature of the instructions he 
received for his two months’. 4,090- 
mile tour of Turkish and Russian 
Armenia.

General Harbord said the figures 
renerally accepted as authentic were 
800,000 Armenians massacred, and 
about 1,100,000 deported since the 
beginning of Turkish persecutions 
at the outset of the war.

Then Governor Bickett. drew the 
eloyuent and impressive word bDic- 
ture of how the American soldier 
answered the call upon the declara- 
tion of war, torsaking ease and op- 
portunity in mercenary matters to 
give his ail for the cause tiat iis 
country espoused. 

His return, said the governor, 
Was met by a situation that dum- 
founded the soldier that had been 
dreaming of the United States assa 
heaven on earth. The first few days 
of his homecoming were markea by 
happiness, joy at being back, and 
getting back to the things of old. 

“Then,” said the speaker, “one 
morning he stepped out into the 
Streets, saw the people gathered in 
excited crowds, went up to see what 
was the matter, and he read _ in 
flaming headlines in ‘rhe Constitu- 
tion, in The Georgian, in The Jour- 
nal, that Atlanta, the Gate City of 
the South, was isolated from the 
rest of the world. No telegraphic, 
no telephonic communication, no 
trains could enter or leave the city. 

he erstwhile soldier exclaimed: 
‘Am I dreaming? Is this some 
frightful nightmare, or have I been 
living in a fool’s paradise? Have 
those pesky Germans tricked us 
after all, and in a mighty aerial 
squadron swept across the sea and 
surrounded this city in a _ single 
night?’ 

“The neighbors said, ‘Oh, no, son— 
no Huns around anywhere. The 
employers and employces in the 
telegraph, telephone and = railroad 
companies have had a disagreement, 
and everybody got mad and quit.

“And then the doughboy laughed 
aloud and said, ‘You just leave it 
to me and I'll settle this damned 
foolishness in fifteen minutes.’

‘There has always been co-op- 
eration between Georgia and North 
Carolina, and Georgia is the next 
best place that 1 could recommend 
for a North Carolinian to go, if he 
had to leave.”

Rome, November 11.—(Bv the As- 
sociated Press.)—‘‘Belgium, after 
suffering the terrors of invasions, 
knows today the horror of ingratt- 


tude. Italy also is the victim of the | 


ingratitude of men.” 


Thus spoke Gabriele d’Annunzio 
to the Belgian poet, Les Kochnit- 
miky, according to the latter. 

“The situation at Fiume changed 
profoykdly after the refusal by the 
United States of the recent project 
of Foreign Minister Tittoni,’” Koch- 
nitmiky quotes d@’AnnunzZio as say- 
ing. “President Wilson rejected the 
solution suggested by Italy, which 
was insufficient and entirely disap- 
proved by me. Besides this Presi- 
dent Wilson replied with new re- 
strictions. Only the illness which 
struck him down can explain, if not 
justify, his obstinacy, his unprece- 
dented bulldog opposition. 

“The following, therefore, is the 
dilemma: Either Italy is disposed 
to submit, accepting President Wil- 
son’s conditions, which would be 
equivalent to servitude or the sui- 
cide of a great power, or the Ital- 
ian government must renounce the 
mandate entrusted to it, declaring 
to the peace conference ‘we cannot 
obtain the abandonment by the 
troops of Fiume, therefore, try your- 
selves to put things in order there.’ 

“With regard to me, the solution 
is most simple; I shall remain here, 
along with my comrades, with 
Fiume, alone against the entire uni- 
verse. We accept responsibility for 
our acts. 

“If attacked we know how to de- 
fend ourselves strenuously. Fiume 
is ready to undergo martyrdom for 
all the oppressed on earth. We shall 
fight alone against injury and in- 
justice.”

New York, November 11.—Prices on the stock market were from 
1 to 4 points higher at the opening on the news received from Indian- 
apolis around. 9:30 that the leaders of the coal miners. had definitely 
decided to obey the court and call off the strike. In most cases, 
however, the opening prices were at or near the high for the day. 
United States Steel closed last night at 105%, opened this morning 
at 107% and advanced to 107% and then decljned to 105. Crucible, 
closing at 225 last night, opened at 231, which was high for the day, 
and then declined to 220%.
